These islan d s in ­ 
clud e the importan t on e of Cebu, 
with which American commun ica­ 
tion s have been re-established .

RED CROS S TO HANDLE MAIL TO 
PERS ONS IN ENEMY COUNTRIES 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10—(AP) 
Byron Price, censorship direc­ 
tor, announced today that the 
American Red Cross would handle 
mail addressed to persons in en­ 
emy or enemy-occupied countries. 
The Red Cross, Price said in a 
statement on rules for interna­ 
tional mail, “will transmit short 
messages of a personal nature.” 
He said that postal communica­ 
tion with enemy or occupied coun­ 
tries was illegal ex cept for mes­ 
sages through the Red Cross and 
communications with prisoners of 
war, which are to be handled 
under arrangement not yet estab­ 
lished. 
List Buies 
Price listed these rules for cor 
respondence with prisons in for­ 
eign countries other than enemy 
areas: 
1. The name and full address 
of the sender must be placed both 
on the outside of the envelope 
and in the letter itself. 
2. Correspondence should be in 
English if possible; letters should 
be legible, clear and brief. 
The 
use of abbreviations, nick names, 
phrases or codes in place of the 
usual reference or descriptions of 
any person, firm, location or other 
information should be avoided. 


’ 3. If the letter is not in Eng­ 
lish, the name of the language 
used should be written in English 
on the face of the envelope. 
4 . No mention should be made 
of defense matters, shipping or 
weather conditions. 
Don’t Name Posts 
5. F i r m s employed on muni­ 
tions or other government work 
should not mention that fact in 
writing abroad. 
6. Firms and individuals should 
refuse to act as intermediaries or 
agents for the receipt and trans­ 
mission of mail on behalf of per­ 
sons in foreign countries. 
7. A member 
of the 
a r m y 
should not give the name of his 
post, camp or station, but should 
give as his address the army 
post office number of his unit in 
care of the 
postmaster at New 
York or San Francisco or the ad­ 
dress of a friend or relative in the 
United States to whom a reply 
can be sent for forwarding. 
The censorship chief said that 
compliance with the rules would 
make the censorship of interna­ 
tional mail “as effective and econ­ 
omical as possible.”
